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ABSTRACT FROM TOWN CLERK’S RECORD 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the town of 
Hanover, qualified to vote in town affairs, at the hall of 
C. W. Hayes, in said town, on the second Tuesday of

Upon motion Voted: To raise the sum of twelve hun- 
dred dollars for the support of schools in excess of the 
amount required by law. 

Upon motion Voted: To pass over the third article 
in the warrant. 
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Upon motion Voted: To have a liquor agent for the 
ensuing year. 

Upon motion Voted: To raise and appropriate the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, one hundred dollars 
of said sum towards the expense of lighting the streets of 
Hanover, and fifty dollars towards the expense of lighting 
the streets of Etna. 

Upon motion Voted: That the Selectmen be instructed 
to apply for State Aid for permanent highways. 

Upon motion Voted: To pass over the seventh article 
in the warrant. 

Upon the eighth article in the warrant which was “To 
see 1f the town will vote to hold the primary election for 
state officers, and for President and Representatives in 
the Congress of the United States, in the village of Hano- 
ver, upon petition of Robert Fletcher, Charles F. Emer- 
son, Daniel B. Russell, and others.” 

The following motion was introduced by Charles A. 
Holden, z2.: 

“Moved that caucuses and town meetings for the nom- 
ination and election of State and County officers and for 
Presidential Electors and Representative from this dis- 
trict to the Congress of the United States, he held hereafter 
in the Precinct of Hanover.” 

A wiva voce vote being taken upon the motion, the 
moderator was unable to decide the question, and a ballot 
was called for with the following result:
